Forest Trei; Cultivation, is a pursuit that- 
should have special attractions for residents 
in the interior of Otago, and we are very 
glad to peroeive in some quarters it is receiv- 
ing attention,; and that practical; efforts are; 
being made in' the direction of improving the 
face of the country in this respect. The 
credit of initiating a scheme for the culture 
of forest trees is due to Lake County Council, 
and primarily to Mr R. M ‘Doug all, a mem- 
ber of that body; In our issue last week 
was published a papor-by that gentleman 
dealing with the matter -under notice. , He 
went into the subject wi(h clear intelligence, 
and demonstrated beyond dispute the great,, 
results in the near future that would accrue 
from the present outlay of a little' money and 
some energy in the culture of trees suitable 
to the country , and of commercial value. 
Some four years since one or two articles in 
this journal were devoted to the necessity for 
something being done to reclaim the treeless 
plains and valleys of the interior by the form- - 
ation of forests, but unfortunately the settlers 
could not be aroused to action. Since then 
the nursery reserve at Cardrona has been 
established and proved a success, and this 
fact of itself should go a long way to encour- 
age extensive tree growing. Recognising the 
wisdom of inducing settlers and others to 
plant forests, the Government has from time 
to time offered special inducements to that 
end, chief among these being “The Forest 
Trees Planting ; Encouragement Act, 1877.’!'. 
This measure is most liberal in its terms, and, 
the wonder is that its provisions have not 
more largely been availed of. Strong. efforts 
have been made in the way of forest conser- 
vation ; but not stringent enough ,we are 
sorry to say to prevent' bur State forests 'from 
being denuded in a most reckless and wasteful 
fashion. ..But- the question for .t.he inland* 
districts is not conservation, but formation-i- 
not the keeping good and entire that which 
is, but the forming-and planting of. that 
which is not.. While, private individuals 
might do much iii' this latter respect— and., 
every settler should make it a 'point to lay- 
out a proportion of his land in forest 'trees, ‘ 
not onlyas a means of shelter and ornament, ' 
but as a reproductive investment— we con- 
ceive it to be peculiarly the duty of county 
councils to see that so eminently valuable a 
public work is not neglected. ' In future', 
years the presence of tracts of timber lands 
will prove an important factor in the wealth 
of the counties of the interior, and taken on 
the low ground of pecuniary results alone, the 
importance of the. matter. should, force itself 
upon the minds of our local legislators. tl.We 
exceedingly regret ' that’ our own .Cpunty' 
Council, while it has afiirmed.the desirability 
of establishing a nursery for the culture of 
forest trees .to be ; ultimatelyplanted through- 
out the district, hits not as yet got beyond 
that record. . The money outlay would not 
be great compared with the . results, And' . in 
years to cqme.it could be said of our local 
rulers that they . deliberated and. wrought not' 
alone for their own day and . generation, butj 
with an eye to the future also. ' Looking at 
the subject from -a commercial point, it may 
be interesting to recall some figures put forth 
by Captain Campbell Walker, who in 1877, 
visited this colony from India at the instance 
of the Government to report on New Zealand 
forestry, Speaking of plantation workmen a. 
in India, Captain Walker referred to one 
plantation formed under the Forest Depart- 
ment as indicative of the general success. It 
wa3 begun as recently as 1865, and con- 
tained 7,000 acres. . By 1881 it is estimated 
that its value will he £170,000, .the cost 
up to .that year (1877), boing reckoned , at 
£97,000 This too, in a district which, like 
our inland districts, has'' great heat iii 
summer and sharp frosts .in wjnter. In 
addition to the direct profit as shown above, 
the land dealt with had; increased in value, 
at the time the Captain spoke, ifiOO to 1000 
per cent. Of course it not to.be expected' 
that the Government of New Zealand can 
undertake planting at the same rate as they, 
have done in India ; but it is high time a 
start were made, however small It will be 
admitted that the benefit of a number of 
plantations of even hundreds of acres any- 
where between say Naseby and Cromwell and 
in the Upper Clutha Valley would be simply 
incalculable. The effect on our climate also- 
would soon become apparent, and thousands 
of acres nuw comparatively barren would be 
rendered highly fit for cultivation. The 
more the subject is studied the greater ap- 
pear the advantages in every way, and we 
sincerely trust the interest now awakened 
will lead to earnest endeavors in the forma- 
tion of forests in the- interior of Otagn. 

, Efforts on a' limited scale have proved sue- 
I cessful, and the samo results will as surely

THE ALEXANDRA BRIDGE. 

To the Editor of The Chomweu, A nous. 

, Bib, — Being at Alexandria the other day I 
made it my business to seewhat progress had 
been made with the new suspension bridge, 
It will be quite unnecessary for our county 
authorities to register their new style of 
engineering— pile- driving,— for there is no 
fear of anyone infringing their patent. 1 In 
Vineent'County a mode the reverse of usual 
is adopted— they try to drive piles in hard 
•olid ground and leave loose shingley ground 
without any. if my memory be not at fault, 
at a , Conned meeting in 1879, a member 're- 
marked,' re High' rate of salaries paid the 
bffioials r that after a time the amounts could 
Be reduoed, as the officials would then be 
acquainted With their duties. This experi- 
mentalising is,. I think, rather an unprofitable 
piece of business for the’ ratepayers— they 
Oommenced pile-driving in July, and up to 
date have not finished. Inspector's and 
Engineer's pay for this time is as so much 
money wasted. The saving that might have 
been effected in the work of pile-driving (in 
labor and materials) would, 1 believe, be 
equal to £800. But ratepayers will have the 
satisfaction of kuowing that the officials have 
acquired so much more wisdom ! Our worthy 
Chairman remarked at last Council meeting 
that there was no difficulty in providing 
money, and I, for one, have faith in him in 
that line. " If money is to be had he will have 
it, if the Council give him authority. Other 
parts of the structure could be as well dis- 
pensed with and a saving effected without 
in .the least affecting the stability of the 
Structure. This bridge with approaches will 
cost the County before it is open for traffic 
nearer £25,000 than the amount of contract. 
The' disparity in the amounts of accepted 
tenders for Alexandra and Clyde bridges 
nnist at once strike any one who gives it the 
least consideration — Alexandra, a little over 
'£16,000 ; Clyde, £6,000. There is only 62ft 
Bin difference in the main river suspension — 
Alexandra, 262ft ; Clyde, 200ft. But I will 
'admit the Clyde bridge is a little crippled for 
'Want as Alexandra is the reverse — extrava- ' 
gant. Any thinking man must admit that it 
is strange the’ suspensions are continued on 
dry .‘land with timber, Stockholm tar, and 
iron, when suitable stone lies within a few 
yards of the work. Stone approaches on the 
west side of Alexandra bridge would not 
have cost above half the ories of the present 
suspension. It is never too late to mend, bo 
T trust our friends will take a word of advice 
»nd make the savings which can be so easily 
effected, and not waste the ratepayers’ money 
as ! at present, besides making a cutting to 
assist the next big flood to wash away the 
Wouth-east corner and their principal surety.

THREE SURFACEMEN.

Sib, — I have a grievance, or grievances, 
And, if not allowed to relieve my feelings in 
'tome shape or form, shall assuredly burst. 
In pity kindly grant me a email corner in the 
J A^O 08 . The above heading indicates slightly 
‘the animals that are troubling me. 

" At the second last meeting of our County 
-Council it was stated that three surfacemen 
‘■were keeping the whole roads in Vincent 
County, and those three animals have been 
[troubling me ever Bince ; but where the 
darned thing* get to, when I want to catch 
them, goodness only knows. But to he 
serious for a short time, and I can assure the 
inhabitants of Vincent County that they will 
find it a serious subject shortly. I am living 
■ in the Bannockburn Riding, and since the 
initiation of the County system not one 
penny has been spent within the Riding in a 
judicious manner, with the exception of the 
, first year, when the roads were kept by con- 
, tract. For the last eighteen months the 
.roads have kept themselves, notwithstanding 
rthe large amount of revenue derived from 
■the Riding. Surely it is not too much to ask 
'that £120 per annum be spent on our roads, 
And this amount would keep them in good 
'repair if lot by contract. There wuuld still 
be a large sum left to assist in keeping the 
main roads, and pay the large staff of 
pensioners— there is a more expressive term 
commencing with an L — fattening at the ex- 
pense of the ratepayers. 

I shall probably be told that the County 
: system gave us a free bridge ; no, Mr Pyke 
did, and he also paid £3,000 more than any 
"arbitrators in the County would have given 
for it, even admitting that it had been passed 
'by a competent engineer. And, as a sample 
.of judicious expenditure, our present bridge 
stands the ratepayers somewhere about 
.£11,000; and, although nearly new, is still 
, worth about £2,600, and capable of being 
used, which is more than can be said of many 
of the bridges in the County. The same 
erratic old gentleman purchased thelate bridge 
at Clyde — a bad asset belonging to the 
corporation — although repeatedly warned 
.that it must go down the river the first big 
flood. Having done this, and by the way of 
a little more judicious expenditure, the old 
, gentlemen went and selected a site for an- 
other bridge near Bondigo, and, after erect- 
ing it at the cost of somewhere about £6,000, 
a solitary heron is about the only living! 
creature that oan use it ; and yet our mem-i 
bar has the gratuitous impertinence to tell 
Cr Colclough that had he been chairman the 
.whole County system and everything con- 
nected with it had, by this time, been in the' 



Belzebub himself bteen chairman things oonld 
not be in a worse condition. 

In this letter I have purposely abstained 
from mentioning ' anything about the other 
oounoillora,.. In pay opinion, they only con- 
stitute the tail of our worthy chairman, and 
that tail dare not even wag without his per- 
mission.

LONG VALLEY MINING NEWS, 

» - — 

’ (from a correspondent.) 

November 26. 

There is not much fresh to report from 
here, but as a description of the various 
claims may be interesting to some of your 
readers, I will try to give some idea of" the 
position. To commence from the bottom of 
the creek, a party of eight men took up some 
ground, and obtained very fair prospects in 
two or three holes. Finding then that they 
could not keep down the water by bailing, 
they were obliged to bring up a tail-race 
about 150ft long. Since then they have 
taken out a few paddockB, but without drop- 
ping upon anything payable. Next comes 
Day and party, who Jiave done a lot of work 
in their claim, and were for a short time 
fairly recouped, blit .appear to. have got off 
the gold again.. They could not drain the, 
lower part of their claim with the short tail- 
race they had, so they bought out the lower 
party, and intend taking the tail-race through 
to their claim. Nothing payable has been 
found between this and Anderson’s claim, 
although a few parties tried it. The sinking 
is so wet one cannot bottom a hole for water, 
and there is no chance of prospecting the 
ground without a tail-race. Anderson’s claim 
is just above the prospectors’ lower claim 
(protected), and ha3 paid fair wages. Next 
is Werner’s claim, which is also protected, 
for they cannot sluice into the creek till 
Anderson is' worked out. Adjoining this is 
the prospectors’ upper claim, and T hear they 
get a patch of gold now and then. Fox Bros., 
whose claim borders on that, of the prospec- 
tors, have done well as any party in the 
creek, ' Burrows and party come next, and 
they too have done very well. Above them 
are Taylor, Barr, and King and party, all of 
whom have made fair wages. About this 
part the best gold has been got, although a 
few small patches have been obtained a little 
higher up. The head of the creek has re- 
ceived very little attention. There are now 
altogether only about 50 people in the Valley. 
There is a party of four bringing in a water 
race to work some of the terraces. They are 
said to have got very good prospects, and are 
in hopes of getting well repaid for their out- 
lay. A good ■ number left for the shearing, 
but most of them intend to return after the 
busy season is oyer. 1 know some of them 
left payable gold. " I verily believe if they 
were making L4 a week they would leave it 
for the excitement during the shearing, A 
few parties have gone up the Lakes pros- 
pecting, but I hear of nothing payable being 
found. We are well off for stores, there 
being no less than five of these establish- 
ments, including bakery and butchery. Mr 
Marsh has lately bought out the former 
butcher, and it. is to be hoped he will stick 
to his old motto — value for money. How- 
ever, we cannot grumble at present, for we 
get meat, bread and stores brought to our 
doors, at very reasonable prices.

' December 6. 

The election of Mr Pritchard as Mayor has 
again revived-the question -of -merging into 
the County, which is, perhaps, the beat step 
the. borough could take. The town is 
singularly deficient in public men, who. are 
in -any way qualified to infuse into the place 
anything like public spirit, and have the due 
claims of the. town recognised either by the 
Government or vindicate the position of the 
town in the eyes of the colonists generally. 
If an earthquake was to happen and swallow 
up the Borough Council, with the Mayor and 
Town Clerk, things would be going on just as 
well as they are doing now, and the catas- 
trophe would not cause a single tear to be 
shed— at least not from a municipal point of 
view. Were the Borough to merge in .the 
, County it would not in the least affect its 
character or standing, but, ■ on the other 
hand, result in benefit to. the town and rate- 
payers. 

Mr H, B. Smith has been — as someone 
: puts it — a victim of retrenchment, hia occupa- 
tion as Bailiff of the Arrow Court having 
gone. He has now joined the industrial class 
— viz, the already somewhat numerous regi- 
ment of mining agents and sharebrokers here. 
ThiB makes number nine, which is exactly 
the number of Borough couucillors, all told, 
and which, as all the world knows, is exactly 
one to seven of the ratepayers. My friend 
Muff say he has made a calculation. Taking 
a look from the post-office you never see 
more than eighteen men, and two out of that 
lotareeithera mining agent or a town council- 
lor, and if they would only adopt some kind 
of uniform they might become an ornament 
to the town. There is little jealousy among 
the fraternity on the occasion of the present 
accession, the average takings not being over 
half a crown per head ; it is wonderful where 
even the drinks come from, and how they 
manage to stick to it. 

At the last sitting of the local court the 
strong gale blowing at the time played up 
with the tumble-down old shanty which does 
service here as a court-houBe in a manner 
that was eminently annoying and alarming 
to the lawyer, the mining agents, and the 
sparrows, which latter infest the building in 
great numbers. . Mr Finn asked Major 
Keddell to support him in getting something 
done to the place, as there were £400 voted 
fur repairs ; but, unfortunately, the building 
is in such a state that repairs would only 
spoil it. The floor is a unique piecB of 
mosaic, composed of several kinds of New 
Zealand woods, beautifully varigated by 
pieces of old packing cases, the crevices being 
artistically concealed by bits of kerosene tins 
tacked over them in the most skilful manner 
to trip up the unwary. The ceiling has 
parted company with the frame-work some 
time ago, and flaps about through all stages, 
from slack sail to full sail, and with so much 
noise that it is impossible to hear what is 
going on inside. The dour barely fills the 
hole which forms the ingress and egress to 
the court, and the lock is completely worn 
out. Rain and wind enter freely, which put 
out the candles at evening sittings, and throws 
bench, bar, and Press into strange confusion 
rushing after fugitive papers. The whole 
building is a speaking illustration of the 
poyerty of the Government ; while a few 
yards away stands a gaol on which £1,000 
are thrown away, for we are informed it is a 
gaol no longer ! 

The re-appointment of Mr F. B Daniel as 
chairman of Lake County gives general satis- 
faction. Mr Daniel has filled the onerous 
position with much circumspection and 
benefit to the county during the past year. 

The plantation reserve at Cardrona gave 
rise to a lengthened discussion at the last 
sitting of the County Council. Considering 
that the reserve lias only had the trial of one 
season, and is the only attempt of the kind 
that ham been made in Otago, it would be 
prejudicial to condemn it on so slender 
grounds. 

The late rains have supplied the batteries 
at Macotown, and the miners in other parts 
of the district with an abundant supply of 
water, and the machines are now busy 
reducing stone in great quantities to prepare 
cakes for Christmas. The Ladye Fayre Co. 
is putting out some grand stone, a sample 
of which, 31b lOoz in weight, taken at random 
from the paddock produced 18gra of gold 
roughly crushed. The reef is about two feet 
thick, and looks likely to continue at the 
present good yield. The Tipperary is now 
fairly into the shoot from which the previous 
cakes have been obtained, and will surprise 
the shareholders with a monster cake at 
Christmas. The Gladstone, which has a fair 
quantity of stone at grass, is busily engaged 
in reducing it, and will also shine at 
Christmas with a good dividend. The Home- 
ward Bound is the only other company busy 
crushing at present, and to judge by the 
stone lately raised it also will fully vindicate 
the highty-payable nature of the reef by 
Christmas. The Premier still continues to 
sink the shaft, and the Main Lode, Advance 
Peak, is following in the reef into the 
mountain. These companies comprise all 
that are at present at work. 

The Wakatip Mail states that Mr Fleming 
has received his conge, and exultingly adds 
that the Arrow office will be shut up, unless 
the petitions lately forwarded to the Minister 
of Justice alter the decision of the Govern- 
ment. It is difficult to conceive where the 
Mail received its information from, as 
nothing is as yet known here concerning the 
local office, and Mr Fleming himself knows 
nothing about his conge.

Mr Shaw-Lefevre has been appointed Chief 
Commissioner of Publio Works, in the place of 
the Bight Hon. W. P. Adam, who has been 
appointed Governor of Madras. Mr G. 1 O. 
Trevelyan succeeds MrShaw-Lefevre as Secretary 
to the Admiralty. 

The Land League agitation in Ireland con- 
tinues to receive considerable support in many 
parts, and numbers of new members , are being 
enrolled. At Kildysart alone during the last 
few days over 1 ,000 persons hare joined ; the 
League. 

Laycock and Hanlan have now agreed to pull 
a match for the championship of the world and 
L500 pound a side. , 

December 1. 

It haS been arranged that the sculling match 
for the championship between Hanlan and Lay- 
cock, shall take place on the 17th January, over 
the usual Thames course.' Laycock has. now 
raised the necessary stake of L.100. 

The Marquis of Salisbury addressed a large 
audience at Woodstock, Oxfordshire, lost night. 
In tbe course of his speech hia Lordship referred 
at length to the address of Earl Granville at 
Hanley on the previous, day, when the latter 
announced tbe intention of the Government in 
regard tn Ireland. Alluding to the proposed 
Land Bill, he said the Tories would oppose any 
measure which would lead to the confiscation of 
the property of the landlords, and he ridiculed 
the idea of creating a peasant proprietary in Ire- 
land. Referring to Earl Granville’a announce- 
ment that the Government would introduce a 
bill dealing with the present disorder, and pro- 
viding for tbe future happiness of Irishmen, his 
Lordship strongly urged tbe necessity of first 
repressing the existing anarchy before taking 
steps to remedy the grievances of the people. 

December 2. 

Additional bodies of marines have been 
ordered to Ireland, the importation of arms 
being still on the increase. 

England has made a proposal to the other 
Powers not to disperse the combined fleet, and 
maintains that they should still continue to act 
in concert to exeoute the remainder of the 
treaty.

The Court of enquiry into the stranding of 
the Sorata, which sat for some days at 
Adelaide, decided that it had no jurisdiction 
in the matter.

The funeral of the late Sir Redmond 
Barry, K.C.M.G., took place on 26th nit. 
The cortege was representative of almost 
every section of the community and was one 
of the largest ever formed in Melbourne. 

William Herbert, a bootmaker, late of 
Footscray, Victoria, who shot his sister-in- 
law, Jane Messenger, at Finsbury Park, 
London, and afterwards attempted to com- 
mit suicide, has been tried for murder, con- 
victed, and sentenced to death. 

The Australian Cricketers received a most 
hearty welcome in Melbourne after their 
English tour, and at the Town Hall, Mr 
Street, of Dunedin, on bphalf of the Otago 
Cricketers, presented Mr Murdoch, captain 
of the team, with a handsome gold bat. The 
Mayor entertained the team in the evening. 

The hangman who executed Ah Lee at 
Dunedin for the murder of Mrs Young at 
Kyeburn is at present in Oamaru, and has 
already sent in a written application to 
Government to be appointed hangman to 
Tuhi, the Maori who has confessed to the 
murder of Miss Dobie at Opunake, 

Mr H, N. Abbott, during a visit to 
Whangarei, amicably settled the disput^ 
about the prize ticket in his L5,000 sweep,' 
by dividing the proceeds, LI, 000, between 
Pemberton the holder, and Davis, the 
purchaser. It will be remembered the ticket 
w&a disposed of by Pemberton for two 
drinks 1 . 

It may not be generally known that but 
recently the Magistrates of the colony re- 
ceived peremptory instructions that they 
were to reduce the number of committals to 
. the Industrial Schools to a minimum, on 
account of the over-crowding of these institu- 
tions already. 

It is understood that Government have 
decided to reduce the rate of wages paid to 
the unemployed on the works provided for 
their benefit. ThB new rates will be 4s per 
day for married, and 3a for single men, 
prices for piecework being proportionately 
lowered. 

A citizeness, Bays the Melbourne Herald , 
whose husband has “struck itrich,” is having 
a handsome set of jewellery made of quartz 
and gold taken from the lucky mine. The 
stone is beautifully polished, aud the gold 
well set, and the lot is to cost L,2,000. It is 
• to be a handsome Australian gift to the 
citiveness’s mother in the Old Country. 

Mr Greenaway, the well-known seedsman 
and nurseryman of Christchurch, was killed 
on the tram line on the Papanui road on 
Thursday night last. Particulars of the 
accident show that Greenaway was stepping 
from one tramcar to another, when he fell, 
and was dragged under the wheels. Both 
thighs were broken ; and he received severe 
internal injuries. He only lived a few 
minutes. An inquest was held next day 
when a yerdict of accidental death was re- 
turned.’ 

.It was rumored in Timaru on Tuesdaythat 
a'sensational elopement had taken place by 
the express train south. Tho parties are 
both well known in Timaru, the member of 
the sterner sex being a well known layer of 
bricks and mortar, and the fair inamorata, a 
lady who has of late delighted Timaru 
audiences in displaying her vocal powers.

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THE OPUNAKE MURDER. 

. - - ■, — : . 

The following statement of facts connected 
with the murder of Mp^Dobie }ias, been 
made by Tuhi, the murderer, privately to 
Mr , Hursthoiiae, ^the interpreter : — .“ I left 
Opunake with no intention of committing 
any crime, but to look for a horse. On the 
other side of Te Ngamu'l met Miss Define. 
I got off my horse and tied it to a flax-bush 
at the roadside, and followed her back. 
When I overtook her she was frightened, and 
took 6s 4d from her pocket and gave it to 
me. I took out my pocket knife, opened it, 
and stuck it in her throat. She fell down, 
but was cot, dead. I then dragged her to 
the first flax-bush. ' She continued to 
struggle, and I cut her throat again. I then 
dragged her to another flax-hush, and after- 
wards to where she was found and where 
she died. I took off my trousers there, 
threw them into the flax-bush, and then 
went to get my horse, which had got loose. 

Whilst catching it Hone Pihama and bis 
party passed along the road, and I hid my- 
self from them. I afterwards caught them 
up, and quickly overtook them near the 
telegraph-office, I galloped in amongst them, 
passing them before they noticed me. The 
knife I used is the one produced in evidence, 
marked “TH.“ I did not throw it away. 
It must have dropped from my pocket. The 
blood on my moleskin trousers is hers ; also 
that on my coat, The blood on the other 
trousers is pig’s blood. 1 don’t know why 
there is so little blood on the coat. 1 had 6s 
in the morning, When I came back after 
committing the crime 1 spent 3s 4d in the 
hotel, gave 3s 6d to another man, and spent 
3£<I, including a threepenny piece, at Coffey’s 
store. After she died, I washed my hands 
in a small stream. I told nobody what 1 
had done. I want now at once to be killed 
without further trial. May not her relations 
kill me 1 or may I kill myself ? She called 
out once before I stabbed her. She saw me 
get off my horse, but did not run away ; she 
merely walked on as if unsuspicious. I had 
no desire but to kill her. It was a momen- 
tary impulse and acf.” 

It has been decided that Tuhi shall be 
tried at the Wellington sessions this month. 



THE GARDEN. 

♦ 

KITCHEN GARDEN, 

This is a busy month in the garden — vege- 
tables are growing vigorously, root crops 
require thinning, peas and beans staking, 
and above all weeding and hoeing have to be 
attended to. Peas, sow ; also French beans 
and runners, turnip, early horn carrot, 
lettuce and radish. Early varieties of the 
potato may still be planted. A slight top- 
dressing of stable manure mixed with sand 
will benefit onion and leek beds, if the growth 
be at all backward ; and in the event of dry 
weather water with weak guano or manure 
water. Celery will be improved by similar 
treatment. 

FRUIT GARDEN. 

Trained trees now require tying or nailing. 
Slight frosts, which occasionally occur this 
month, are apt to blister the leaves of peach 
and nectarine trees. A temporary coping of 
scrub, to project about a font over the top of 
the wall or fence on which they are trained 
will protect them. Pinch the tops off the 
strongest growing shoots of young fruit trees 
to equalise tho growth and induce a bushy 
habit. Remove all Buckers, as they make 
their appearance below grafts lately put on, 
and pinch the tops off their main shoots 
when they have pushed two or three 
inches. This will encourage the growth of 
■lateral shoots, and in some measure prevent 
the trees from being injured by the wind. 

4 FLOWER GARDEN. 

See that dahlias and hollyhocks are well 
secured to stakes, and, encourage growth by 
frequent watering with'liquid manure. Lilies 
pliloxeB, &c., will require stakes, and ver- 
benas, petuneas, and other trailing plants 
pegging down. Stake sweet peas, canary 
creepers, and convolvulus major. See that 
annuals are not too thick, and let all thinning 
he done whilst the plants are young. Young 
fuchsias, now making rapid growth, should 
be encouraged by shifting into larger sized 
pots, and when established, water once a 
week with weak liquid manure.

- A CRUISE IN THE AROTIO SEA. 

rTha San Francinco Chronicle publishes 
a long and interesting narrative by Lieu- 
tenant Hand, oi the voyage of the Arctio 
^whalers’ relief vessel Thomas Corwin, 
■which left San- Francisco in May last. It 
toot nine days to get through the ice pack 
to reach St. Michael's. The party were 
there informed by the Esquimaux that the 
'■'winter had been the 'most 1 severe known 
for years. • The : people there were sur- 
prised to see them., having no idea that any 
kind of a vessel could penetrate the ice 
pack?'" They also informed them- that the 
thermometer fell as low as 40deg. below 
aero for weeks at a time, and sometimes 

- even lower, and it was reported at the 
mission, a station on the Yakqu River, 
some 400 milesinland, that the thermometer 
had dropped on one occasion to72deg. below 

•' zero. Only one day was passed here, and the 
gallant little Corwin started again through 
: the ice with the prow pointing towards 
Behring's Straits. On the second day from 
St. Michael’s they, reached St. Lawrence 
Island, where it was reported a famine had 
swept away nearly the whole population 
during the previous year. The island is 
90 miles long from east to west; The 
Corwin steamed along close in by the shore, 
working its way through the ice. At last 
the settlements were reached, and each one 
that was visited presented the same dreary 
; scene o{ death, and desolation. . Not a sign 
of life was to be seen anywhere. Not a 
solitary dog. or rat was to be found about 
any of' the rude huts ; but in front of the 
. houses, in a ghastly row, lay the- dead 
bodies of those who had succumbed to the 
terrible hunger. They had lam there for 
15 months, and the Corwin's party were 
probably the first to look upon them. Their 
clothes had rotted off the bodies, but the 
forms were preserved by the cold so that 
they looked like mummies. The skin was 
drawn tight oyer their emaciated faces and 
forms, and looked like ancient parchment 
In a few houses bodies were found in 
vafiouS pastures, just as they fell in the 
last agony of solitary death. As long as 
(there, were, any survivors to perform the 
1 service the corpses were placed in ' the 
regular rows in front of the huts. At one 
place we found 50 bodies side by side, 
some being the remains of, little children, 
while others were the corpses of old people. 
’ r ' The usual Titter and refuse' which sur- 
.■> rounds the Esquimaux huts were lacking, 
and there was not a scrap left of any kind 
,..of fopd.. The cleanly-gnawed bones showed 
they had eaten their .dogs; they had even 
devoured the rats which infested the 
village ; they had chewed up the old bits 
of walrus hide — everything, which would 
satisfy the. cravings of hunger. At. last 
r they had perished miserably, . dyiug by 

- inches, with no hope of succour and no 
chance of escape. At least 500 of the poor 
wretches suffered this hideous death. To 

' explain this terrible famine, which was as 
, unusual as it was fatal, it must be added 

- that the season was one of unparalleled 
severity. The Natives of this island were 
large, robust men, and expert hunters and 

’ fishermen. But, like most of their race, 
, they wete improvident, and made no pro- 
. vision for such a winter. The cold set in 
early and continued without interruption. 

■ The mercury was 40deg. below zero for 
weeks at a' time. The cold and the violent 
storms prevented them from going out on 

■ the ice to catch walrus and seals — their 
main dependence for food in the winter. 
Their scanty stock of meat was soon ex- 

. hausted ; they were many miles from 
Siberia, and could not have reached it alive 
in the face of the bitter wind. At the 

■ north-west end of the island a settlement 
of about 250 people, was found. They had 
suffered severely from the famine, only 
about one-half of the original coloriy having 
survived. They had a larger stock of pro 
visions than their unfortunate neighbors, 
and, thus escaped complete annihilation. 
At this settlement the customs of the 
Natives are savage and brutal. It is usual 
for the old people, when they feel that 
they can work no longer to announce that 
fact to their children. Then the poor 
.creatures are taken out of the hut and 

either knocked on the head or stabbed by 
• their sons. If they fail to give warning of 
their helplessness the children are quick to 
detect the signs of age, and promptly 
despatch their parents, generally by boat- 
ing them over the head. The bodies are 
iseldom buried ; they nve cast to the dogs, 
who devour them. The Corwin, which 
lieutenant Hand left to bring back an- 
other vessel, will push as far north as 
possible this autumn. At St. Michael's 
she took on two teams of 20 dogs each, 
with sledges. If stopped by the ice the 
crew will take to the sledges, 1 and will 
attempt’ to reach,, Wrangel Land. .. This 
point, it is thought, has never been reached 
yet. ■ The nearest approach to it was made 



by the barque Nile, Captain Thomas Long, 
which was forced to stop' within 15 miles 
of it by the ice, It Ts known that there 
is solid land or ground ice there, as no 
ordinary ice would break the current as 
the land does at this point. It has been 
the dream of Arctic explorers to make this 
land, the base of supplies, as they believe 
that it forms the shoro of the open Polar

, The following is tho cable account of the 
contest for tho sculling championship : — 
Both men were in fine condition, and 
Trickett especially was sanguine of success. 
He weighed 12st 21b ; Hanlan weighed list. 
The race was.Btarted soon after 11 o'clock. 
At the time of the start the weather’ was 
somewhat unfavorable, owing to rain, but 
the water was smooth, there being no wind. 
The course was admirably kept throughout 
tho race -by the Thames Conservancy Board. 
Tho betting at the start was 5 to 4 on Hanlan. 
Trickett won the toss for choice of stations, 
and selected the Middlesex side of the river. 
A splendid start was effected, both scullers 
catching the water at the same instant. 
Within 100 yards of the start the Canadian 
began to lead slightly, both men rowing in 
cool and capital form. At tho London Row- 
ing Club shed, situated about a quarter of a 
mile from the start, Hanlan had gained a 
more decided advantage, and at the half-mile 
post Hanlan had obtained a good lead. Pass- 
ing Craven Cottage, about three-quarters of a 
mile from the start, Hanlan was still leading; 
and thence up to the Soapworks, & mile and 
three-quarters from the start, Hanlan, though 
rowing easily, had increased his lead to 
a length. From the Soapworks to Hammer- 
smith Bridge he maintained hi3 lead, passing 
the bridge one length ahead in 9min 31sec 
from the start. At this point Hanlan stopped 
rowing for a few strokes, allowing Trickett to 
come near him, when he again started away 
with a great dash, and soon regained his 
lead. Hanlan now began to increase the 
pace, rowing at the rate of 38 strokes per 
minute, and going rapidly away from Trickett. 
At this point any odds were to be obtained 
against the Australian. At the Hammer- 
smith Bridge a dense concourse of spectators 
had .collected, and cheered vociferously as 
the competitors rowed by. From Hammer- 
, smith Bridge to Chiswick Eyot Hanlan 
increased bis lead, rowing in magnificent 
style; At this part of the race Trickett was 
a couple of lengths behind, rowing well and 
strongly, but seemed unable to overhaul his 
opponent, Hanlan, on the contrary, appeared 
at his ease, and able not only to maintain his 
position, but to increase his lead. Coming 
to Bariies’ railway bridge, three miles and 
a-lialf from the start, Hanlan again showed 
his superiority, as he had now gained a lead 
of four lengths. From this part of the race 
to the finish . the Canadian rowed easily, 
Trickett being evidently unable to gain upon 
him. Hanlan led throughout the race, never 
giving Trickett a chance. Both men rowed 
admirably throughout. The time of the race 
was 26min 12sec. This is slow, but may be 
accounted for by the rain which fell during 
the races. 

The . match caused great excitement 
throughout England. The attendance at 
every point of the course was much larger 
than has been known for many years. The 
greatest enthusiam was manifested through- 
out by the spectators. Hanlan, who won 
easily by four lengths, received a perfect 
ovation, Trickett also being greatly applauded. 

Flanlan was born at Toronto, Ont., July 
12th, 1855, stands 5ft 8|in in height, and in 
prime condition weighs about lOst 121b. He 
has rowed in 24 races, 19 of which have been 
won and three lost. Tho other two were 
rowed on Angust 16th against Riley, a dead 
heat being the result ; and on October 16th 
in tiie match against Courtney, when the 
American's boat was sawn in half, Hanlan 
rowed over the course alone.

Quite a eensation was created m the ■ 



House of Commons by the discovery, sud- 
denly made, that. Lord Beaconsfield' was 
once more jo its midst. He arrived just 
before five o'clock, quite unattended— even 
the faithful Lord Rowton intermitting his 
guardianship.' The old man was in gala 
costume ; the s edge of a white waistcoat 
showing above his closely-fitting frock coat, 
and his hands gloved in daintest' lavender 
kid. He had a stick with him — not a stout, 
serviceable blackthorn, such as common 
persons are glad to equip themselves with 
when they have passed the limit of three- 
score years and ten, but a handsome cane 
of the fashionable “ crutch ” order of archi- 
tecture. In the famous picture of “ Dizzy” 
which D’Orsay drew, he is prominently 
displaying in a jewelled hand a tasselled 
cane, is bedecked with rings and chains, 
and a wreath of hair falls over his white 
forehead. He has given up the tassel, 
has added a hook to his cane, but still he 
clings to his beautiful hair. There are 
many marvels and mysteries about Lord 
Beaconsfield, but surely not the least is 
this miraculous rentention of the historic 
curl. Mr Gladstone, three years younger, 
is bald, save for a few straggling con- 
glomerations of straight hair that thinly 
cover his crown. Lord Granville, many 
years his junier, and but yesterday pro- 
claimed father of a bounciug boy, bares a 
bald pate when he takes his place on the 
Ministerial bench. Yet Lord Beaconsfield, 
old even among the long-lived members of 
the House of Lords, has not diminished 
his stock of hair by a single thread, 
but rather on great occasions, and gradually 
as the years advance, his increases. This 
is the prime mystery of the phenomenon. 
He certainly does not wear a wig. Is there 
any art known to hairdressers by which 
hair can, in more or less bountiful quantity, 
l>e attached to the humane pate ? 

Yesterday Lord Beaconsfield wore a 
good deal of hair and in other ways looked 
prosperous. Shortly after he took his seat, 
bir William Harcourt, espying him, went 
up to the gallery, and for the space of 20 
minutes the two cracked jokes together, 
hon. members on the floor of the House 
having an uneasy arid probably well founded 
suspicion that some of them were the sub- 
ject of this high placed merriment. Lord 
Beaconsfield, whilst he successfully resists 
the theory of failing hair, cannot contend 
against the fact of failing eyesight. He 
will not admit human frailty to the extent 
of eyeglasses, much less to spectacles. He 
carries in his waistcoat pocket a small 
magnifying glass, which, when he is at a 
loss to recognise persons or places at a 
distance, he fixes under his left eye- 
lid and stares undisguised ly. The 
eyeglass was much in requisition yester- 
day, and was brought to bear without 
any attempt at cover of intention on 
various members of whom Lord Beacons- 
field had heard but had not before seen. 
Whilst he was in this openmanuer scanning 
Mr Bradlaugh, that gentleman happened 
to look up. Lord Beaconsfield was in a 
portion of the gallery immediately over 
the head of the member for Northampton, 
and as the latter sat with bis hat on, the 
inspection could not have proved satis- 
factory. Mr Bradlaugh is not at any time 
disposed to hide his light under a bushel. 
Observing Lord Boaconsfield’s attentions, ! 
he took off his hat, and then sat staring 
straight before him with that peculiar fixed 
look a man has when he is sitting to be 
photographed.— London correspondence of 
a Provincial paper. 

THE HUMAN MANUFACTORY. 

A man may eat and drink heartily all 
day, says an unknown writer, and sit and 
lounge about, doing nothing in one sense 
of the word ; but his body must keep hard 
at work, all the time, or it will die. 
Suppose the stomach refused to work 
within ten minutes after a heavy dinner, 
the man would die in convulsions in a 
few hours ; or cholera or cramp-colic would 
rack and wreck him. Supposing the pores 
of the skin — meaning thereby the glan- 
dular apparatus with which they are con 
nected — should go on a “strike,” he would 
in an hour be burning up with fever, 
oppression would weigh upon the system, 
and soon become insupportable. Suppose 
the liver became mulish, food would lie 
loathed, torturing pains would invade the 
small of tlm back, and the head would ache 
to bursting. Suppose the kidneys shut up 
shop, and danger most imminent, sufferings 
Unbearable, and death most certain would 
be the speedy and unenviable result. It 
the little workshops of the eye should 
close, in an hour he would not shut or 
open them without physical force, and in 
another hour he would be blind ; or if 
those of the tongue should close, it would 
be as dry as a bone and stiff as steel. 



. Shortly after the close of Sir Patrick Jen- 
nings's electioh mooting last evening the town 
of Diibbo (N.S. W.) was thrown into a state of 
consternation by the report that Mr J. 0. 
Norton, police magistrate, had been shot in 
M'Cauley's public-house.' The particulars 
are as follows : — “ As is well known to many, 
an unfortunate connection has existed for a 
long time "past between Mr Norton and a 
rather attractive woman, locally known as 
Mrs Wilkie, whose husband, it will be re- 
membered, held a respectable position as 
superintendent of a station in this district, 
but, some three yearn ago, was convicted of 
sheep-stealing from Mr Ryrio, and got three 
years’ hard labor. After his incarceration an 
illicit intimacy sprang up between the 
wounded gentleman and this woman. Mr 
Norton was present at Sir Patrick’s meeting, 
and after it concluded strolled down to 
M‘Cauley’s public-house, in which Mrs 
Wilkie had apartments. An altercation was 
heard immediately after he entered her room, 
ho apparently having accused her of some 
light conduct, which aroused her violent 
temper, and she was heard to say, “ If yon 
charge me with that again,. I’ll shoot you.” 
Within a minute after, a shot was heard, and 
on the landlord trying to open the door 
leading to her sitting-room, he found it 
fastened inside. Under a threat to break it 
open, Mrs Wilkie opened the door, and 
coolly said “Come in; I’ve just shot 
Norton.” The landlord found in a few 
seconds that she had spoken only too truly, 
as Mr Norton was lying on her bed, bleeding 
profusely from a wound in the head. The 
police and the doctors were at once sum- 
moned. The ball entered behind the ear, 
and taking an upward and backward course 
lodged in or upon the brain. The doctors 
announced the wound a fatal one, holding 
out no hope, death being a lingering 
certainty. Mrs Wilkie, who had been in 
custody, was kept in the sitting-rooin adjoin- 
ing, in order, if possible, that Mr Nov ton’s 
: dying deposition might be taken ; but his 
semi-comatose state rendering it impossible 
to do so, she was removed in custody to the 
gaol shortly after 11 p.m., a constable carry- 
ing her two-months-old baby. On leaving 
the sitting-room she said in a calm way, “ 1 
hope somebody will see after my two little 
children asleep there." Early this morning 
Mr Norton was removed to his own resid- 
ence, where he now lies dying slowly. All 
the right side of his body is paralysed. Mrs 
Wilkie was in 1872-4 a resident of Gnlgong, 
where as Mrs Mitchell she was well-known; 
The pistol is a pocket Derringer, nickel- 
plated, and belonged to Mr Norton — Dubbo 
Despatch, November 12. 

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

It is said that opium eating is becoming so 
common in the United States, especially 
among women, that an asylnm for opium- 
eaters has recently been established there. 

A Melboui ne speculator has secured the 
free members of the notorious Kelly family, 
with the intention of making an Australian 
tour with them. They are to be taken to 
Sydney for exhibition, together with several 
of the horses which were once used by the 
cowardly gang of murderers. 

A story comes wafted to us from just 
across the classic Murray. A squatter’s wife 
had in her employ a pretty housemaid and a 
good-looking Chinese gardener. With the 
natural acuteness of women, she soon found 
out that John was “ welly-muchee gone” on 
the maid-of-nll-wnrk. One evening, just 
about dusk, the lady thought she heard 
John’s dulcet notes in the front garden, and, 
softly raising the window, she “ popped out 
her head” just to see what was going on.

As the case stands, 
thousands of persons waited, unable to 
sleep, until some unseasonable hours on 
Tuesday, and then, in some instances, were 
unable to sleep after the telegram was 
received.

It was rumored that Hanlan 
got out of his boat and bad a drink, whilst 
Trickett was panting and puffing after him. 
Another version was that the Canadian sat 
down in his boat and read a newspaper. 
Crowds now declare him a sell. Considering 
the large amount of money staked on his 
winning the race, it is not to he wondered at 
that mortification overpowers just judgment. 
Even the past victories of this renowned 
athlete are spoken of as the triumph of brute 
strength over finished skill. Ha is also 
accused of evincing aconceiled self-confidence 
in the certainty of winning that prevented 
him taking the pains to secure a conquest.
